This book is concerned with the critical 
reception of a selected list of American 
writers, mainly those of the twentieth 
century. It is a compilation of excerpts 
from book reviews and from books of 
literary criticism. A connection is ac- 
knowledged with Charles Wells Moulton’s 
eight-volume Library of Literary Criti- 
cism of English and American Authors 
(Buffalo: Moulton Publishing Co., 1901- 
05). Nyren goes back into the nineteenth 
century to pick up a few important Amer- 
icans omitted from Moulton, such as Hen- 
ry Adams, Emily Dickinson, and Mark 
Twain. Aside from these few, the authors 
treated are all of the twentieth century. 
All of them are established writers, most 
of them living ones. There are covered in 
alphabetical arrangement 170 novelists, 
poets, playwrights, and critics. 

The editor is librarian of the Concord 
Free Public Library in Massachusetts, 
edits the Bay State Librarian, and con- 
tributes reviews of contemporary Ameri- 
can literature to the Library Journal and 
Books Abroad. She holds a master’s de- 
gree in American literature from Boston 
University. She has intended this com- 
pilation, according to her preface, “as a 
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reference tool for school, library, or home, 
for the use of scholars and students as well 
as browsers.” Excerpts have been chosen 
“which reflected the sweep and variety of 
the literary taste, critical standards, and 
attitudes of the period” to provide a “fair- 
ly definitive critical key to twentieth cen- 
tury American writing through the 
1950's.” 

The editor has selected significant criti- 
cal appraisals of each of the writers from 
material found in some eighty scholarly 
and popular periodicals and more than 
two hundred books. These comments, av- 
eraging ten to twelve lines each, are skill- 
fully excerpted from longer passages. 
There are usually ten to twelve entries 
for an author, so that the points of view 
of a variety of critics are presented. 

Although the editor planned the book 
as a continuation of the American part of 
Moulton, she states in her preface that she 
has followed his idea, but not in all details 
his methods. Authors are listed in alpha- 
betical order rather than chronologically 
as in Moulton. Excerpts are somewhat 
shorter in Nyren arid there is less empha- 
sis on individual works of the writers. 
The portraits and the brief biographical 
sketches given in Moulton are omitted in 
Nyren, as are passages from writings of a 
personal nature describing the character 
and appearance of the authors covered. 

Mrs. Nyren makes no claim for inclu- 
siveness. On the contrary, one of the 
strengths of the book is her effective se- 
lection. The publisher’s claim on the jack- 
et that the book includes “evaluations of 
every major literary performance of the 
past sixty years” would seem, therefore, 
an exaggeration. The same point should 
be made regarding an advertising circular 
which claims the work “gives full cover- 
age to important writers like Henry 
James, Mark Twain, Emily Dickinson.” 
Many readers, especially students, will 
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want more critical comment and refer- 
ences to more reviews than those provided 
by even the full texts of the excerpts 
quoted in this book. They will have to 
look elsewhere, not only for help in locat- 
ing them, but also for the “full coverage” 
mentioned in the circular and for specific 
criticism of many major literary perform- 
ances. The inclusion of criticism of indi- 
vidual works is haphazard. For some au- 
thors no such criticism is given. A reader 
wanting material on Thomas Wolfe’s Look 
Homeward, Angel, for instance, will not 
find it, since all the excerpts on Wolfe are 
of a more general nature. The same thing 
applies to Sinclair Lewis and Main Street. 
For other authors criticism of some of 
their individual works is included, but is 
not set off from the general criticism. For 
still others, one or more specific titles are 
listed, followed by critical comments on 
them. 

In most cases entries under each author 
are arranged in chronological order; for 
some, however, general comments come 
first, followed by those on one or two 
specific titles or on literary forms. For 
Ernest Hemingway, for instance, the gen- 
eral comments are followed by those on 
The Sun Also Rises; for T. S. Eliot, sec- 
tions on his poetry, his plays, and his 
criticism follow the general part. Each 
part is arranged chronologically, making 
it easy to choose the comments that will 
indicate the type of reception accorded 
writers before they were well established, 
or to discover through excerpts from the 
late 1950’s how attitudes toward older 
writers have changed. 

The source of each excerpt is given 
directly after it with brief and accurate 
bibliographical information adequate for 
easy identification of the original. Each 
author’s section has at its end a very brief 
listing of his significant works. These are 
listed by title only with an indication of

This work is the second in the series of 
regional atlases which “enlarges upon the 
information contained in the authoritative 
Oxford Economic Atlas of the World, now 
itself newly revised and expanded in a 
second edition.” The first edition of Ox- 
ford Economic Atlas was reviewed in 
Subscription Books Bulletin, April 1955. 
The atlas under review follows broadly 
the pattern of the first in the series, the 
Oxford Regional Atlas of the U.S.S.R. and 
Eastern Europe reviewed in The Booklist 
and Subscription Books Bulletin, January 
1, 1958. In the planning of these regional 
atlases, six more of which are projected, 
“academic requirements, as well as the 


needs of those concerned with current af- 


fairs and international commerce, have 
been allowed for in defining the regions 
and selecting the topics to be mapped.” 

Chief geographical adviser for the atlas 
is C. G. Smith, M.A., Lecturer in Geogra- 
phy, Oxford University. The list of Ac- 
knowledgments cites six other persons for 
their “specially compiled” maps which are 
referred to by title. Acknowledgment is 
further given to 35 other individuals and 
organizations ranging from faculty mem- 
bers of British universities to the Interna- 
tional Sugar Council and the embassies of 
many of the countries represented in the 
atlas.

The volume is arranged in four parts 
as follows: (1) Twelve pages of “general 
reference maps, providing comparatively 
large scale cover of the more developed 
parts of the region.” (2) Forty-seven 
pages consisting of “topic maps of the 
whole region. These deal with physical 
geography (geology, vegetation, climate), 
agriculture, minerals and oil, industries, 
transport and population distribution, and 
are presented on a common base map of 
the whole region (scale 1:19 million).” 
(3) Fifty-six pages of “supplementary 
notes and statistics. These relate to par- 
ticular maps as well as to Development 
Schemes and Foreign Trade.” (4) Four- 
teen pages of Gazetteer which “gives ref- 
erence in terms of latitude and longitude 
for all the place shown on the maps.” 

“The spellings used are those recom- 
mended by the Permanent Committee on 
Geographical Names,” the official agency 
of the British government which has the 
same function as the U.S. Board on Geo- 
graphical Names. Basing the atlas on a 
regional concept rather than presenting 
the entire continent is a good device be- 
cause of present-day interest and focus 
on specific critical areas. 

The series of maps on agriculture indi- 
cates the areas where specific crops are 
grown and shows types of land utilization. 
The agricultural section also includes a 
map summarizing crop and livestock sta- 
tistics for the region. 

The section dealing with mineral pro- 
duction includes maps which pinpoint 
mineral deposits, oil production, and oil 
concessions. The production of coal is in- 
dicated on a map which also covers the 
iron and steel industry, hydroelectric sta- 
tions, and cement work. 

The industrial maps indicate the loca- 
tion of production facilities for textiles, 
food, tobacco, chemicals, electrical goods, 
glass, and paper. 


Advanced students seeking material on 
vegetation, geology, soils, and rainfall of 
a region will find specific maps covering 
these subjects. 

Useful and current information is set 
forth in short paragraphs and statements 
of facts overprinted on the various maps 
and in a more extensive way in the sec- 
tion of Supplementary Notes and Sta- 
tistics. 

For example, on the map of the Nile 
there is indicated in overprinted notes the 
proposed dam sites. Similarly, the maps 
on agricultural production include over- 
printed notes of statistical data. These 
notes do not interfere with the other 
printed information on the maps. 

Dates for statistical information are 
usually given. In one instance, on the 
map Agriculture, Crop and Livestock Sta- 
tistics, the statistics are for the years 1953- 
1954, but, in general, figures are as late as 
1957 and 1958. A notation, Statistics, ex- 
plains the problem of gathering such data 
in the Middle East region where a few 
political units, as, for example, Yemen, 
have no statistical services. The problem 
of reliability of statistics is satisfactorily 
explained. 

Hypsometric tints are used on the gen- 
eral reference maps. This has the advan- 
tage of making print easy to read, but 
it makes patterns of relief not readily dis- 
cernible. Only one special relief map of 
the region shows the relief clearly. More 
effective shaded relief techniques would 
have been desirable. 

Unsatisfactory color use, particularly of 
the light greens, obscures the printing in 
some cases. The dot maps, for example 
those indicating agricultural production, 
are not adequate from the point of view of 
coloring. The tints used in the review 
copy are much lighter than those used in 
the other atlas in this series. If some color 
other than light green had been used the 
dots would have shown up better. 

The map scales used, 1:19 million (300 
miles to the inch) for regional maps and 
larger scales for detailed reference and 
economic maps, appear suitable for the 
type of data presented. They are con-

The section Supplementary Notes and 
Statistics arranges the material by topics: 


Irrigation, Agriculture, Minerals, Oil, 
Electricity, Industry, Transport, Popula- 
tion, Development Schemes, and Foreign 
Trade. Under each subject details are 
given for specific countries thus present- 
ing both a national and a regional ap- 
proach. This treatment is an improve- 
ment over the familiar encyclopedic array 
of facts arranged by country. 

There is a two-page bibliography which 
indicates the sources used and provides 
a useful and up-to-date list of statistical 
and other works on the region and the 
individual countries. 

The Gazetteer at the end of the volume 
indicates the latitude and longitude in- 
stead of marginal letters and figures for 
place location. There is no general index, 
a lack noted in the Subscription Books 
Committee’s review of the earlier volume 
in this series. 


The binding in red _ cloth—covered 
boards with title in gold lettering on the 
spine—is satisfactory. Most of the maps 
cover a two-page spread which would 
make rebinding not feasible. 

A comparable atlas covering the Middle 
East is Atlas of the Arab World and the 
Middle East (New York: St. Martin’s, 
1960) reviewed in The Booklist and Sub- 
scription Books Bulletin, December 1, 
1960. Though portraying the same region 
their purposes differ. The Ozford atlas 
is, as its title indicates, a detailed and spe- 
cific presentation in maps and statistics 
of the economic aspects of the area cov- 
ered. Atlas of the Arab World, in con- 
trast, is broader in scope. It comprises, in 
addition to economic maps, physical, po- 
litical, ethnological, and historical ones. 

The section of text with attractive pic- 
tures describing the Arab world is an 
important feature of Atlas of the Arab 
World, whereas the helpful section of 
Supplementary Notes and Statistics in the 
Oxford has no equivalent in the former.

In 
some respects it is quite similar to The 
American road, a 1953 film distributed by the 
Ford Motor Company. This film, however, 
points out some possible future developments 
in automobile and highway design and also 
points out that others in addition to Henry 
Ford were active in developing the “horseless 
carriages.” An excellent public library film. 


A badger’s bad day. Grover-Jennings

An entertaining story for children seven to 
twelve years old. The badger’s bad luck 
begins with an attack by a skunk whose odor 
clings to the badger throughout the rest of 
the day and gives warning of his approach 
to the smaller animals upon whom he usually 
preys. He loses a race with a family of rabbits 
and has dirt thrown in his face by a ground- 
hog and so when night approaches he is both 
hungry and humiliated. The film was shot by 
Lido Andreoni on a state game preserve 
where the animals had not learned to fear 
people; the events were uncontrived. The 
editing is well done, the narration is quiet and 
straightforward, and the color photography 
is good.

The opening and closing scenes of Off the 
record show the Canadian pianist Glenn 
Gould at Steinway’s on 57th Street in New 
York searching for just the right piano to use 
for a recording session. The major part of the 
film, however, is devoted to portraying Gould 
as an introspective young musical genius 
who is happiest when playing Bach and 
Mozart at his home beside Lake Simcoe, north 
of Toronto. Here he talks informally with a 
friend and tells of his preference for the 
recording studio over the concert stage. As 
he plays excerpts from the works of Bach, 
Mozart, and others, the viewer is afforded an 
opportunity to observe the musical technique 
which has marked this eccentric artist as one 
of the world’s great musicians. On the record 
shows Glenn Gould in a recording session at 
the Columbia Recording Studio in New York 
City. As Gould and the sound engineers 
work throughout the day to achieve as near 
perfect a recording of Bach’s Italian concerto 
as possible, the viewer is given an authentic 
view of the informal atmosphere and working 
procedures of a recording studio. The ener- 
getic, restless artist’s personal idiosyncrasies 
are also revealed during his masterful playing 
of the piano. 


Have I told you lately that I love you?

Without narration, with only the barest mini- 
mum of dialog, the camera, the natural sounds, 
and an effective musical score offer a sardonic, 
sometimes amusing, sometimes frightening 
commentary on the impact of technological 
advances on modern daily life. Showing how 
the machine pervades every aspect of con- 
temporary living—at home, in business, trans- 
portation, and recreation—by re-creating a 
typical day of an average suburban family, 
the film registers the loss in interpersonal 
communication accompanying a new-found 
physical ease. There is no inveighing against 
the machine itself, but an implied assessment 
of what man has let it do to him. The film 
is a provocative discussion stimulator for 
young adult groups and sociology classes; 
its excellent camera work and editing make 
it also an interesting item for library and film 
society programs. 


The thinking machine. C.B.S. News (To- 
morrow series).

Actor 
David Wayne plays straight man to Dr. 
Jerome Wiesner of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. This is a pleasing combination 
of personalities. Dr. Wiesner discusses the 
possibilities of the electronic computer or 
“thinking machine” and with the assistance 
of other mathematicians and electronics re- 
search workers demonstrates some of the 
more entertaining aspects of its capabilities. 
For example, the machine learns to play 
checkers, and wins. It is reassuring to dis- 
cover, however, through its attempts to write 
a television western, that the machine is every 
bit as fallible as its human counterpart. 


Where were you? Ford Motor Co., Motion 
Picture Dept., The American Road, Dear- 
born, Mich.

The methods by which political parties choose 
candidates, nominate through primary elec- 
tions, and campaign for election are shown 
through lecture and dramatization. Stressed 
throughout is the fact that any individual 
citizen may participate in any of these pro- 
cesses yet only a few choose to do so. This 
film was produced for the Ford Motor Com- 
pany and is technically excellent. Joseph N. 
Welch is the narrator and while he lends an 
air of dignified authority, his resigned mono- 
tone may produce a state of somnolence in 
some viewers. This is, nevertheless, good 
library material and can be very useful used 
with Ford Motor Company’s 1953 film on the 
same subject, Ticket to freedom. The film 
is available on free loan from the Ford Motor 
Company.
